More Bodies Taken from the Park- 
place Ruins.

A MYSTERY UNRAVELED. 


Skeletons of a Murdered Couple 
Found After Ten Years. 


Souruwest Crry (Mo.,) Aug, 


[Correspoudence.] What for ten years 
has been a mystery in this section of 
the State has been unraveled, and the 
result of a murder unearthed. One 
mile west of town is an old abandoned 
shaft, which was sunk many years ago 
in search of lead or zinc ore. The 
shaft did not strike pay ore, and was 
given up after being sunk to a depth of 
120 feet. As it was perfectly dry, it 
was of no benefit, and a fence was built 
around it to keep stock out, and in 
course of time became so overgrown 
with weeds and brush that it was 
rarely thought of or noticed. Last 
week some boys who were playing in 
the neighborhood thought it would be 
fun to go down the old shaft, and they 
got a rope and made their preparations 
for the descent. They first lighted a 
mass of paper and lowered it, and 
found that it burned brightly all the 
way to the bottom, showing that there 
were no poisonous gases in the hole, 
and then they rigged up a windlass, 
attached a bnaket to the rope and low- 
ered one of their number to the bot- 
tom. He at once began calling for 
them to puli him out, and when he 
reached the was pale with fright, 
and said there we wo skeletons ly- 
ing in the bottom of haft. 

None ofthe other boys would go 
down and they came to town and told 
their story. A party of men went to 
the place and one went to the bottom. 
He soon called for tbose above to hoist 
away, and when the bucket came up 
it contained the skeletons of two per- 
sons. The man was hauled up and the 
skeletons taken to the local doctor who 
déclared them to have belonged to a 
man anda woman and that both had 
been killed before having been thrown 
into the shaft. On the back of each 
skull was a crushed place of the sume 
size, asif they had been hit witha 
blunt instrument. No other marks 
wore found to show that they had 
been given more than one blow each. 
The right thigh bone ofthe woman 
was broken which was probably the 
result of the fall tothe bottom of the 
shaft. ‘ 

It was some time before any clew 
could be had to '::\8 probable identity 
of the man and woman, but an old res- 
ident at last said that he could solve. 
the mystery. He said that ten veurs 
ago amanand woman bad mysteri- 
ously disappeared from town and no 
one had ever heard from thertn since 
thattime. Jobn Bridges and Mary 
Anderson were engaged to be married, 
and as there was nothing against 
either of them the match was consid- 
ered a good one and there was nothing 
to prevent its being carried out. The 
parents of both were friendly, and the 
young man was steady and a good 
worker. There was another young 
man in the place by the name of Wil- 
lis Carr, who aspired tothe hand of 
Mary, but he received no encourage- 
ment. At first he was the bitter enemy 
of Bridges, and the two young men 
had a fight, in which Bridges came out 
second best. This seemed to take all 
the animosity from Carr, and he made 
friends with bridges. 

Things went smoothly until about 
three weeks before the day set for the 
wedding, when one evening Bridges 
and Mary took a walk together out 
along a country road leading from 
town. This was the last ever. seen of 
them. ‘The whole cqguntry was scoured 
for them, and search parties were out 
for days, until atlast it was decided 
that tips had become romantic and 
run off to get married and would come 
back. ‘The old shaft was thought of, 
but an examination showed that the 
fence and brush and weeds had not 
been disturbed, and it was considered 
an impossipility for them to have fal- 
len into the place without having left 
some sign. 

The finding of the skeletons con- 
vinces the old man that these were the 
remains.of the couple, and that they 
had been killed by Carr, who threw the 
bodies in the shaft and covered 4 all 
traces of disturbance at the mouth.

INSURGENTS LOST HEAVILY, 
Their Troops Cut Off from any Pos 

sible Retreat. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.| Valparaiso dispatches 
dated the 24th state that the insurgents 
succeeded in landing 10,000 troops at 
(Juintero Bay north of Valparaiso, and 
that under protection of the warships 
these troops started for Valparaiso. 
A government force of 5000 delayed 
their progress at Aconcagua Liver 
until a sufficient number of troops ar- 
rived to protect the city. The insur- 
gents lost 3000 of their best men. 

The rebel fleet has been kept at bay 
by the fire from Fort Andes, so that 
the land forces bave been deprived of 
the expected aid from the fleet, while 
the government forces are constantly 
receiving recruits from the interior, | 

In addition to all this, the rebeis 
have no possible way of retreat.

MUNICIPAL MATTERS, 


COUNCILMEN STILL AT WORK ON 
THE TAX LEVY. 


Regular Weekly Meeting of the 
Police and Fire Commis- 
sions—Routine Business 
Cleared Up. 


The Councilmen_are stiil at work on the 
tax levy for the coming year. A rough 
estimate was made Tuesday afternoon, tut 
there are a number of points, minor details, 
which require further consideration. It is 
now the general impression among the 
Councilmen that the levy will not exceed 
$1.10 at the outside, Some of. the anembers 
think that itcould possibiy be kept down to 
#1, but others think this would cut the mar- 
xin too low, and it might cripple some de- 
partments. All are agreed, however, that a 
levy of $1.10 will be ample for all purposes, 
and that this figure is enough to cover any 
emergency that may arise. The financial 
condition of the city was never better than 
at the present time, There is about $50,000 
in the cash and salary funds, and all war- 
rants are cashed on presentation, whereas 
at this time last year warrants were being 
discounted. The detailed figures will be 
ready, it is stated, by Saturday. 

THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS, 

The Police Conmimissiouers met yesterday 
afternoon with Mayor H:zard presiding 
and Commissioners Bryson and Lewis 
present. 

‘The monthly report of the Chief for July, 
as heretofore published, was read and 
placed on file. 

The Chief reported on the application of

NEARING A CRISIS. 


The Cable and Electric Road 
Contest, 


MANAGERS ‘IN CONFERENCE 


Mr. Crank’s Views Plainly Set Forth 
—He Either Buy or Sell— 
Prospects of an Agree- 

mont. 


The fight between the cable and electric 
roads of this city is attractinga great deal 
of attention in San Francisco, and the news- 
papers are devoting considerable space to 
the discussion of the various issues involved. 
Mr. Crank isin San Francisco, and daily 
consultations are being held with a view to 
arriving at some sort ofan agreement by 
which the roads can be consolidated, and 
valuable property saved from destruction, 
It is probable that something will be agreed 
upon in the course of the nextday or two. 
The following from the Chronicle of ‘Tues- 
day gives Mr. Crank’s views: 

WHAT MR. CRANK SAYS. 

The ruinous warfare between the cable 
and electric roads of Los Angeles has come 
to a crisis, and the result will largely de- 
pend on negotiations now in progress in 
this city. 

J. F. Crank, the receiver of the cable sys- 


| tem, has beeninthis city since Tuesday. 


On ‘Thursday he had an interview with 
James G. Fair, president of the Pacific 
Rolling Mills, and on the following day he 
met Mr. Fair and certain directors of the 
rolling milis and explained to them the 
situation ashe sawit. “I showed them,” 
said Mr. Crank yesterday, “how the rolling 
milis, after building much of our road and 
receiving from us nearly $1,000,000, had 
gove intu the electric road, had procured 
franchises, and was preparing to parallel 
our line. Sucha scheme, if carried out, 
would put us both in the suds. Then I 
wanted to know what the Pacific Rolling 
Mills meant. Senator Fair admitted that it 
looked very queer to him, and said he 
would investigate the whole matter.” 

Mr, Crank continued: ‘The rolling mills 
is practically the owner of the Los Angeies 
road. It looks as though the scheme was to 
come into Our territory, ruin our road and 
then buy itin, getting $5,000,000 worth of 
property for less than $1,000,000, I told the 
rolling milis people that such ascheme 
looked to me to be nothiug less than criim- 


nal. 

“The situation is this: Of the total 
length of the electric road less than 12 per 
cent. will serve territory more than two 
blocks away from our line. ‘lhe remaining 
88 per cent. is parallel with or on our tracks. 
Nearly 22 per cent. of the eleciric road is 
projected to use the tracks of our system. 
Query—Do the projectors of the electric 
road own property along the line of these 
routes, or is ita bonding speculation, ora 
seli out, or freeze out— Which?” 

Yesterday Mr. Crank and Frank V. Me- 
Donald met by chance in the office of 
George H. Waitwell, manager of the Luu- 
ing estate, which is largely interested in 
the Pacific Rolling Mills. As tbe electric 
road owes the rolling mills a large sum, 
said to be several hundred thousand doli- 
lars, and the cable rvad is alsoits debtor to 
the extent of €50,000,a compromise would 
just about suit the rolling milis, so Mr. 
Whitwell essayed to act as peacemaker. 
He told a Chronicle reporter about the 
meeting afterward, and said that the railway 
men bad agreed upon everything but vail- 


es. 

Mr. Crank’s story of the meeting was 
different. He said the ice had been broken 
and several propositions had been discussed 
but without a definite offer from either side, 
Avother conference was held iater in the 
day, and Mr. Crank wiil remain here for 
several days, in which time the rolling 
inills people will hold a couference and set- 
tle upon their policy. 

Said Mr. Crank last night: “I don’t know 
what the upshot will be. Ifthey want to 
buy we will sell. If they want to sell we 
wiil buy. One of us must getout or boto 
will perish.”’ 

SENATOR FAIR’S POSITION. 

The Examiutr of Tuesday has the fol- 
lowing: 


Senator Fair was outof town yesterday 
and his clerks did not like to say what he is 
going to do in the matter of the Los Ange- 
les Consolidated Electric Light Company. 
However, his friends did not hesitate to 
speak, and one of them, who hasa right to 
say anything that he may please, told how 
ab arrangement was to be made by which 
the }’acific Cable Railway Company of Los 
Angeles is about to absorb this electric 
railway. 

Senator Fair’s friends say that he has 
been the victim of men whom he has em- 
ployed. He is one of the largest sharenold- 
ers in the Pacific Rolling Miils, and wheo 
the Los Angeles Pacific Cable Railway ap- 


plied to these wills for machinery their 


orders were filiel prompily, because they 
were provided with good Chicago capital. 
This cable operated to the extent of sev- 
eral miles, and issued bonds to the amount 
of $2,500,000. The first issue bears interes} 
but the other three or four do not 
possess the same advantage. However, 
Senator Fair’s friends say that the cable 
railways yield a profit, although the interest 
is very slack. 

While the Pacific Rolling Millis was turn- 


| ing out stock for the cable road there was 


an electric road started, which was to travel 
tothe uttermost parts. In November of 
last year William Alvord, presidentof the 
Bank of California. was also president of 
the Pacific Rolling Mills. He agreed with 
the Los Angeles Consolidated Electric 
Kailway Company to build roiling stock to 
the amount $400,000. Mr. Alvord did this 
at the advice or Mr. Benchiey, who is man- 
ager of the Pacific Kolling Mills, and also 
upon that of Mr. Noble, who is superintend.- 
ent of the same Institution. In waking the 
contracts Mr. Aivord dealt with Col. Mar- 
bie of Los Angeles, who put the matter with 
the utmost clearness before himself. In this 
transaction it is said that Col. Marble’s 
proposition was made through the medium 
of Messrs. Beuchley and Nobie. They were 
enthusiastic over the improvement whici 
electricity has made during the past 
quarter of acentury. In signing these con- 
tracts last November, President Alvord 
agreed to accept $100,v00 or so in cash and 
$300,000 in bonds. When Mr, Alvord signed 
the contracts itis said that he was made 
aware of the investment of $200,000 which 
a large bank here bad made io the electric 
bonds. Anditis said also that only two 
weeks after his signature had been affixed 
the electric people went tothe People’s 
Home Savings Bank and showed them the 
contracts of the Pacific Rolling Mills to the 
amount of .000 or so, thereby inducing 
the people of this particular savings bank 
to invest $175,000 in the concern—that is to 
purchase bonds at par to that amount. 

By and by certain parties came to Senator 
Fair and told him a number of things about 
this electric railway. They said that, 
although it had already the franchise for a 
dozen streets, yet that it ran for miles par- 
lel to the cable raiiway, which they felt cer- 
tain owed the Senaior money. 

“If the cable railway does not pay inter- 
est on its second series of mortgage bonds,”’ 
they exclaimed, “how can you expect an 
electric road that hasonly a few miles of 
an apcient plant to get aiong at all?” 

At this Fair began toinvestigate. He is 
the boomer and possessor of a savings bank 
himself and it is new. Between the old 
savings bank in San Francisco there is no 
contention, because they are plethoric and 
bate that sort of competition. But tnere is 
a jealousy among the youngsters. ‘They 
are willing always to provide advantages 
that the oldsters will not think of and watch 
each other to the degree of a quarter per 
cent. interest. These circumstances did not 
allay{ Senator Fair’s alarm, aud be sent for 
the @Wlectric road contracts. The rolling 
milishad already completed over $50,000 
worth of work, and the Senator began to 
wonder where the bonds would go if they 
suddenly decided to lose themseives, 

Now there are some people who say that 
Senator Fair was glad to furnish rolling 
stock for cash, and thathe was dimly con- 
scious that when President Aivord sigued 
the contracts there was a large peradven- 
ture in the bargain.

And fet Senator Fair’s friends say that 
this electric company was started by certain 
persons who had less money than they 
require for their daily subsistence, and that 
in consequence they storted it in Arizona, 
whére they might incorporate without 
incurring personal jiability as stockholders, 
Afterthat they became a menace to the 
cable road by making their line parallel to 
it. Itwas circulated in financial circles 
thata cable road is far, more expensive 
than its electric cousin, and that the cable 
system would fail utterly in the fight. 
Many people think that tne electric com- 
pany was for sale early in the game, and 
yet these rumors are only to be taken for 
the value of their inexpressive face. 

Dr. McDonald said yesterday that he con- 
sidered the whole controversy an infamous 
affair. He is president of the Pacific B .nk, 
which is interested in the People’s Home 
Savings Bank. 

“All this talk should be stopped at once, 
he said. ‘Let me tell you that the electric 
railroad isan honest company, and that its 
bonds are worth their par value. The Peo- 
ple’s Savings Bank holds over $150,000 
worth and they are first-class security. ‘The 
story that Senator Fair held a meeting Sat- 
urday repudiating his honest contracts with 
the electric company is absurd.

BOGUS ANTIQUEDS. 


Counterfeiters Said to Hive Been 
Arrested In Los Angel-s. 
The San Fr ncisco Chronicle of Tuesday 


**T wo big, lynx-eyed men and two smaller, 
timid-looking individuals boarded the over- 
land train at the Oakland mele Sunday 
afternoon, eastward bound, ‘They were a 
peculiarly made up quartette, The solicitude 
with which the two big men seemed to look 
after the welfare of their companions, who 
apparently were well able to take care of 
themselves, was quite remarkabie, and 
many people wondered what bound those 
four travelers 80 close together. 

“A Chronicle reporter who happened to 
be there soon found out that the large-sized 
men were Government secret service agents 
and that the other two men were prisoners, 
arrested in Los Angeles on a charge of 
counterfeiting, and about to be taken to 
New Orleans. Their case is a peculiar one. 

“Collectors and dealers in curiosities in 
this country have of late years found that 
rare coins of ancientd tes have been imi- 
tated and the bogus articles put in circula- 
tion. Silver dollars of 1804, which were 
supposed to be very rare and are vaiued at 
from $700 to $1000 each, all at once became 
plentiiul and cheap. Other supposed scarce 
cuins also turned up éverywhere, and the 
collectors were puzzled until the discovery 
of fraud was made. 

“The secret-service office, when notified 

of the existence of these imitations, set to 
work to discover the coiners. After much 
hard and patient work the first arrest was 
made in New Orleans, in the person of one 
M. J. Breite, and sufficient evidence is in 
the bands of the Government to show that 
he and some confederates have largely 
operated in the manufacture of bogus rare 
pvins, both in the southern and northern 
States. 
“From indications found in Baton Rouge 
and New Orleans it became apparent that a 
similar piant was located on the Pacific 
Coast, and Agents Moore and Brandt were 
sent out here to trace it, if possibile. Last 
week they succeeded in arresting William 
Brisbin and George White in Los Angeles, 
and in capturing a full outfit of moulds and 
crucibles which the two men held in their 
possession, together with several imitation 
doltars of the date of 1794 and half dollars 
of 1852. 

‘The officers, when seen at the Oakland 
mole, were reluctant about telling the 
above story, but the prisoners volunteered 
to give the facts tothe reporter «s far as 
they were personally concerned, after 
which Moore and Brandt graciously told 
the rest.” 

if the arrests were madein this city the 
local authorities know nothing whatever 
about it, as they were not called upon by 
the secret service men, nor did they make 
themselves known, and it was news to 
them whento'd that such was the case. 
No one could be found who knew either 
Brisber or White, so they must have gone 
under assumed names while in this city.

| SALTON LAKE, 


A few years ago an article appeared 
in one of the English magazines, urg- 
ing the restoration of a lake in the 
western portion of the Desert of Sahara, 
in order to restore to Northern Africa 
the climate it had in the days of the 
Roman Empire, when it was the 
granary of Italy. At that time the 
mountains, interposed between the 
desert and the present provinces of 
Morocco and Algiers, were covered 
with heavy forests, and the rains on 


abundant. their southern siope 
water flowed down and kept this 
lake filled. The lake was about seventy 
miles across, aud on its western 
border, connected with the Atlantic 
through a passage about four miles in 
length. This passage each year would 
be choked in the dry autumn with 
sands thrown up by the waves of the 
Atlantic. And when the water came 
down from the mountains in the rainy 
season and raised the waters in the 
lake, these waters would force @ pas- 
sage through the sands until the excess 
of water had passed off into the ocean. 
The evaporation from the lake formed 
clouds that were carriedto the moun- 
tains and precipitated in rains; the wa- 
ters from these rains flowing also down 
the northern slopes of the mountains 
gave theregion on the Meditteranean 
sufficient irrigation and aclimate that 
produced the grain which fed Italy. 
When the Saracens overran northern 
Africa they found it impossible to con- 
quer the mountain tribes, just as the 
Romans found it impossible to conquer 
the Germans, because of the protec- 
tion of their forests. They therefore 
denuded the mountains of these for- 
ests, and thus were enabied to conquer 
the Berbers who inhabited them. The 
destruction of the forests was the de- 
struction of the rains, and on the south 
the sands of the Atlantic filled up the 
passage from the lake and the lake 
dried up. North of the mountains the 
country became arid and has remained 
so since. 

In Northern Arizona tbere are the 
remains of pueblos and other evi- 
dences that show that once the climate 
there bad enough rain to produce 
crops and to be habitabie. 

The analogous position of the basin 
of Salton Lake with that in the sim- 
ilarly-situated depression in the west- 
ern part of the Desert of Sahara, 
seems to indicate that the change of 
climate in the northern and western 
parts of Arizona is owing to the same 
cause as that in Africa. 

The cloud-bursts that have deluged 
Redlands also indicate this, and show 
that if the lake were filled, in as much 
as then the evaporation would be more 
equable, a climate favorable to the in- 
dustries of which Los Angeles is now 
the emporium would be establigshed 
there. 

Fremont, when Governor of Arizona, 
we believe, urged the restoration of the 
lake on -this account, A communica- 
tion from an army engineer appeared 
in reply to him, declaring that all the 
waters of the Colorado River, if turned 
in there, could not keep this lake filled. 
Dr. Lardner, the leading scientist of 
his day, when the question came up 
whether the Atlantic could be crossed 
by steamers, demonstrated that it was 
impracticable. And it may be that 
this engineer did not consider sufli- 
ciently the immense amount of water 
that comes down inthe Colorado in 
the annual freshet. Ifthe Southern 
Pacific ran entirely across and through 
the deepest part of the depression it 
would probably cost a million of dol- 
lars to grade and builda new route 
north or south of the lake, and if the 
Colorado were turned into and entirely 
filled it, then, unless the basin so filled 
was surrounded by land sufliciently 
high to confine it within definite limits, 
the result would be a large mar- 


gin extending for miles beyond 
what would be the limits of 
the lake in the dry _ season; 


and this margin, covered with water 
when the Colorado was up, would, 
while drying up, produce malaria 
enough to poison the country for a con- 
siderable distance about it. If, how- 
ever, the explorations 4nd surveys of 
engineers should show that a defined 
limit for the lake could be obtainea, 
then the luke would probably prove 
only a benefit. The basin is deep 
enough to keep a body of water there 
comparatively cool, and this would 
insure an equable evaporation. 

It is seen, then, that the problem is 
a very different one from, that in 
Africa, because there the luke can be 
kept filled to a uniform height by sim- 
ply keeping open a passage of four 
miles in length, and thus maintaining, 
by means of the ocean water, a uni- 
form level; and salt marshes are not so 
unhealthy. It is aléd 8een that 
the work can only be undertaken by 
the Government, in view of the neces- 
sary reimbursement of jhe Southern 
Pacific Railroad for the change of route 
and the other damages: incidental to 
the change. ong

NO INDUCEMENT FOR WAITING. 


Mr. James C. Kays, trustee for the 
bondholders of the Citizens’ Water 
Company, who is now in charge of the 


running expenses and enough more to 
discharge the interest on the bonds he 
is authorized at the end of three 
months tosellthe plant for what it 
will bring. If the city wants the 
works it can then buy them. There 
are a good many ifsabout tbis propo- 
sition. The first is that the works 
may earn enough to pay their way and 
take up the interest coupons. It is 
claimed by those well posted that the 
revenues of the system are from $3500 
to 34000 a month, and the expenses of 
operation not over $1800 a month. 
This would leave a margin of some- 
thing between $1700 to $2200 a month, 
which ought to pay a lot of interest. 

The city authorities will do well to 
accept no temporizing expedients 
which mean simply delay without com- 
ing aby nearer a solution of the prob- 
lem. It would be better for the city to 
construct asystem of water works of 
its own, planned on a broad scale, 
modern in all appliances and methods, 
and capable of extension and improve- 
ment at any time to meet the require- 
ments of the entire city. Then, the 
Citizens’ Water Company, which has 
forfeited all the good graces of Los 
Angeles, can wind up its business, pay 
its last interest coupon and quit. 


RAIN-MAKING AGAIN. 


It is amusing to see with what una- 
nimity and energy scientific people sit 
down on any proposition which looks 
to aradical departure from accepted 
ideas and methods --auything, in fact, 
which would bea revelation to the 
world and a revelation inthe text- 
books. That is, provided they can sit 
diown on it. @ometimes anew idea 
bas too much vitality to be suppressed 
that way, and it keeps bobbing up se- 
renely until! at lastitis fully recog- 
nized and admitted tothe holy circle. 
It was just so long before the days of 
Galileo, and it has been just so, with 
somewhut increasing modifications, 
ever since. - 

The San Francisco Chronicle bas in- 
terviewed a number of scientific peo- 
ple in that city on the subject of the 
artificial production of rain, and thinks 
that their opinions, which are uni- 
formly against it, ‘should do much to 
dispel the current notion thatrain may 
be produced by concussion in the at- 
mosphere above the surface of the 
earth.’’ Without dwelling on the 
awkwardness and probable inefficiency 
of having a concussion of the atmos- 
phere below the surface of the earth, 
we may give the summary of scientific 
opinions as follows: 


Prof. Price put the matter in a nutshell 
when he says that even if concussion did 
compress the aqueous. vapor aud produce a 
certain quantity of moisture, it would re- 
évaporate before it reached the ground, 
especially in the arid regions where the 
atrnosphere near the surface is dry and hot, 

Lieut. Finley of the Signal Service points 
out that the efforts of rain-makers are not of 
recent date, the earliest in the country go- 
ing back as far as 1819, and that since then 
otfier attempts have been made in various 
ways, but none of them successfully. 

Prof. Davidson is even more curt, and says: 
that in his opinion artificial rain making 
is all a big bumbug. ‘There is, he says, 
always some moisture in the air, but it is 
not possibje to estimate the quantity in 
desert atmospheres nor to Gondense it into 
rain even were the guantity known. It is 
obvious that unless there be a certain quan- 
tity of moisture in the air at a given piace 
there is no way of putting it there, ond 
without sueh quantity there can be bo rain. 
The eonciusion then seems to be that when 
the requisite quantity of moisture is in the 
air it will descend in the form of rain with- 
out artificial nid, and that if it be not there 
all attempts to make rain must fail, 


Thus these three men relegate us 
back to the same old state of affairs 
that the world has faced for so many 
thousand yéars;—no way of getting rain 
except to pray for it. 

Prot: Davidson curtly declares the 
idea of rain production a humbug. 
Moisture cannot be created’ in the at- 
mosphere by concussion, and no mois- 
ture, norain. Ifthe moisture is there. 
and wants to come dewn it will do so 
anyhow, without being shot at. 

In this respect there is 4 strorg re- 
semblence to Davy Crockett’s corn. 
Prof. Price thinks that, if the moisture 
were there and were condensed into 
drops of water by the concussion it 
would be evaporated again before

As we understand the matter, it is 
not claimed that concussion in the at- 
mosphere creates the moisture, but 
that it serves in some way to draw the 
vapor-laden cloud to the place of con- 
cussion, and then condenses it and 
wrings the rain out of it. To state 
that, ifthe requisite vapor is in the 
cloud it will be condensed and precipi- 
tated anyhow, is to utter the sheerest 
nonsense. How many old Californians 
will recall the dry season of 1876-7, 
when they watched with so much soli- 
citation the clouds forin in long stratus 
and cumulus lines against the moun- 
tains, and, after hanging there several 
hours, with every ‘‘feeling’’ and indi- 
cation of rain in_ the air, 
they would drift away and be 
dissipated. Day after day they would 
be treated to this spectacle, and the 
whole winter passed without rain 
enough to sprout the alfilleria. The 
moisture was there in the clouds just 
the same, and allit required was the 
proper conditions for condensation; 
and if it had been condensed into 
drops there isn’tadoubt but that it 
would have found its way to earth, 
Hardly a winter goes by without simi- 
lar exhibitions of cloud formation and 
dissipation; we say then, ‘It tried hard 
to rain but didn’t quite succeed.” Itis 
especially to meet sucli emergencies as 
these, we opine, that the new system 
of rain production is desired. Itis not 
to create rain, but to bring it down to 
us when already created. Assuch the 
system (if it develops into a system) is 
calculated to do an untold amount of 
good to the country. In all seasons of 
drouth there are apt to be several con- 
ditions favorable to rain, but with an 
important adjunct wanting they go 
for nothing. 

We called attention the other day to 
alittle book by Mr. Powers, written 
twenty years ago, and bearing the title 
‘War and the Weather.” The writer 
gave statistics of nearly a thousand 
battles, including the Mexican war, the 
ar of the Rebellion, and several 
European wars, showing that a general 
engagement, especially one with heavy | 
cannonading, is almost sure. to be fol- 
lowed by rain. It wasso common as 
to bea matter of general nole among 
soldiers and officers, and even to cut a 
figurein army superstitions. Lieut. 
Finley is right in saying that rain pro- 
ducticn has been experimented with 
since 1849. Only there is this variance 
from his diction: According, to the | 
statistics complied by Mr. Powers, the 
experiment has generally proven suc- 
cessful. 

We think that the public generally, 
which has no very deep prejudices to 
overcome, will watch with much inter- 
est the experiments now making to 
demonstrate the theory of rain pro- 
duction. And, until the experiments 
are thoroughly tried; svientific people 
will do well to give them a fair show. 
What they say now in haste by way of 
condemnation they may have to take 
back by and by at their leisurs 


' BLAB LABOR, 


Commenting on thq.,ag-called. Labor 
Congress, now in session at Brussels, 
the Examiner says: **It is principally a 
gathering of wild-eyed socialists; who 
are unable to tell what they want or 
bow they propose to get it.”

It is 
safe to say that this geptliemar has never 
acquired his health by toil, and thatita 
labor war should be declared he would find 
his chief field of usefulmess in the com- 
missary department, 

And yet President Gompers, of the 
American Federation of Labor, has 
addressed a fraternal letter to the 
delegates of this congress, expressing 
his sympathy with their purposes and 
asking their coOperation in the inter- 
national conference which the fed- 
eration has summoned to meet at Chi- 
cago during the World’s Fair. It 
might prove an opportune time to de- 
clare the labor war at the Chicago 
meeting.

Failure of the League ‘and Associa- 
tion’s Conference, 


The Situation Complicated by Kelly’s 
Latest “slide.” 


Proposals from the League Rejected 
by the Association — Mean- 
while the Players Continue 
to Bat and Run.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Lengthy letters were 
exchanged between the magnates of 
the American Association and the 
League today. fPresident Kraner, 
president of the Association, first 
wrote tothe committee setting forth 
the fact of Mike Kelly’s contract jump- 
ing while the **peace conference’’ was 
in session and stating that unless the 
League guaranteed the return of said 
player and good faithin the negotia- 
tions the Association must withdraw 
from the conference. The League 
committee replied at length. 

From tbeir letter it seems that the 
demands of the Association as a basis 
for a settlement were, in substance, 
the reversal of the national board’s 
decision regarding Stover and Bier- 
bauer, and that all players now under 
contract with the Association be sub- 
ject to reservation by it; that the 
legality of the contract of Vickery and 
Schriver with Chicago be a subject of 
discussion; that all players who signed 
two contracts be suspended; that the 
national board as now constituted be 
abolished; the adoption of a national 
agreement; the Western Association 
to be denied admission as a party to 
such agreement; that the American 
circuit be composed of Chicago, Brook- 
lyn, Cincinnati, Boston, Philadelphia, 
St. Louis, Baltimore, Washington, 
Columbus, Louisville and Milwau- 
kee, and in case any of those 
clubs should resign, disband cr be ex- 
pelled the American Association shall 
have the right at any time to esiablish 
a club in the same city. 

The League committee say they 
were considering these demands when 
the notice came about Kelly, and they 
respectfully submit that this last de- 
mand occupies the same status as any 
of the others above mentioned, and is 
a proper subject for discussion. The 
League representatives would there- 
foré remain in readiness for a confer- 
ence on the points at issue until this 
evening, 

The Association men made a lengtby 
reply, discussing the demands of each 
organization and ‘asserting that the 
League committee had broken faith 
with them in their promise of peace, 
They say that the idea of getting rid 
of the Western League was brought 
up at the suggestion of the League 
committee, and was concurred iu by 
the Association delegates. As regards 
the circuit, they only ask, in addition to 
what they have now, permission to lo- 
cate clubs in Brooklyn and Chicago, giv- 
ing the League permissiob to locate in 
Baltimore and St. Louis; further, that 
the League eommittee in its letter 
omitted to state two of the League’s 
propositions,one of which was the plan 
for reducing the salaries of piayers in 
which they wanted the Association’s 
concurrence, and the other was that 
the League merely wanted them to 
forget and forgive; that it admitted 
the wrongs done the Association, but 
that the latter must not expect any 
restitution. 

In conclusion the Association com- 
mittee expresses willingness to meet 
the League half way in the settlement 
of difficuities, but as the matter now 
looks the prospects for further confer- 
ence are poor. 

Representatives. of the Americano 
Association accepted the resignation 
of President Kraner, to take effect 
September 1, and elected Zach Phelps 
of the Lousiville club as his successor.

LAWYERS IN SESSION. 


Meeting of the National Bar 


Association, 


President Baldwin Delivers Mis An- 
nual Address. 


Two Interesting Papers Presented 
by Delegates. - 


The Government’s Policy In Allow- 
Ing Indians Rights as Inde-- 
Pendent Nations a Subject | 
of Criticism.

Boston, Aug. 26.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} The fourteenth annual 
meeting of the American Bar Associ- 
ation opened this afternoon. Nearly 
200 members were present. After 
President Baldwin had called the as- 
sembly to order, welcome was extended 
to the visitors by Hon. Jobn Lowell, 
president of the Boston Bar Associ- 
ation, President Baldwin responded, 
stating that the association was pleased 
with the warmth of the reception ac- 
corded it, After these few remarks, 
be proceeded to deliver his annual ad- 
dress. 

The president spoke of the great di- 
versity of matters treated by Federal 
and State governments, He then re- 
viewed the acts of Congress and of the 
legislatures of the different States, 
In nk of the action taken to 
relieve the Supreme Court he reviewed 
at some length the details of the 
Judiciary Act, He paida tribute to 
President Harrison in regard to the 
fairness and excelience of his appoint- 
ments to fill the new Circuit Court 
judgeship, He mentioned especially 
the international copyright law, The 
speaker said that within the 
last year the number of : States 
which have adopted the Austra- 
lian baliot system has increased 
to twenty-nine, Luws relating to other 
important matters were gone over, and 
the president, speaking of the uniform- 
ity of legislation, said that five more 
‘States hud appointed commussions to 
promote it. In closing, the speaker re- 
ferred tothe American Constitution, 
which besaidis the best fruit ofa 
thousand years of Anglo-Saxon his- 


ry. 

At the close of the president’s ad- 
dress 160 new members were admitted. 
Recess was then taken. 

At the afternoon session interesting 
addresses were delivered by Frederick 
M. Judson of St. Louis on *“I'he Indi- 
vidual L.berty of Contract Under Po- 
lice Power” and by William B. Horn- 
blower of New York on.““Legal Status 
ot the Indiuns.”’ 

Mr. Hornblower, after speaking of 


the United States, reterred to tue re- 
cent decision of the United States 
Court in Sodth Dakota that the killing 
ofa United States army officer by an 
Indian was not murder because astate 
of war existed between the United 
States and the tribe to which the In- 
dian beionged. Tbis, he said, bas di- 
rected public attention to the legal 
status of the Indian. After reviewing 
the various dealings with the Indians 
since the formation of tbe United 
States Government the speaker pro- 
ceeded to review the cases in which the 


mined by the Supreme Court and said: 


The right of Congress to regulate the 
legal status of the Indian baving been 
fully ana clearly enunciated by the court 
of last resort, the question is pertinent 
whether the time has not arrived for Con- 
gress to take such steps as will put an end 
at once and forever to apy such rights of 
independence or quasi-independence as 
will justify any tribe or so-called nation of 


States. Already Congress has taken steps 
in the direction of denationalizing the In- 
dians. Having advanced thus fer it 
would seem eminentiy proper that further 
steps should be t ken; that Congress should 
ss ap act. subjecting all Indians within 
the jurisdiction of any State or Territory to 
the criminai laws of those States or ‘Territo- 
riesand all Indians within any Indian res- 
ervation to the criminal laws of the United 
States and deciaring that they shall not 
hereafter be recognized as political communi- 
ties capable of muking war or as in any 
respect independent. However great the 
wrongs of the Indian and, however real bis 
grievances, it is perfectly clear that they 
cannot be righted by casual! insurrection. 

It is clearly time the Government should 
assert its power and enforce the law 
against these “wards” of the Nation. Cer- 
tainty for an Indian to be told that 
he may rise against the United 
States Government and kill officers and 
soldiers and be exempt from. 
punishment either for treason or murder, 
because he is a member of an independent 
or quasi independent nation wreging war 
against the Unitea States, is to encourage 
and not to deter him from future hos- 
tilities. ‘That which was ouce a fact 
has become fiction. Indian ‘“‘nations’’ 
have become wretched remnants hanging 
on the outskirts of civilization or living. on 
reservations and surrounded by civilizea 
communities and dependent in wholé or 
part for support on the Government, Let 
the fiction be abolished. Let us enact a law 
suitable for the present situation and place 
the legal status of the Indian upon a 
rational and practical basis. 

Prof. Thayer presented resolutions 
tothe efiect that the Government 
should provide at the earliest possibie 
moment asystem of courts and law 
for indian reservations. A commit- 
tee was appointed to bring the matter 
to the attention of the President and 
Congress.

Extinction of the 
Human Racé by Starvation. 

Mr. Ravenstein, a member of the 
British association for the advancement 
of science, has been computing the 
probable increase of the human race on 
the earth. He arrives at the startling 
conclusion that in 182 years the density 
of population upon the globe will be such 
that the means of subsistefice will be in- 
adequate to its support. Hevestimates 
the population of the world of the pres- 
He finds that 
the average increase every ten years is 
about 8 per cent. 

The section of the country still open to 
colonization comprises parts of Africa, 
North and South America, Australia, 
some outlying islands, the steppes and 
deserts. The total area of all the habit- 
able lands in the world is over 46,000,000

| sion that a world population of 207 to 


the square mile in the cultivable regions 
would be a fair estimate. 

This 207 persons to the square mile 
will be reached in 182 years at the pres- 
ent rate of increase, when the total pop- 
ulation of the cultivable area would be 
5,850,700,000, and the total number the 
earth wouid feed 5,994,000,000. 

Any further increase of population 
must either be provided for by a diminu- 
tion of su@sistence to each individual or 
by some improved mode of production, 
or by keeping down the future birth rate 
below the death rate. Mr. Ravenstein’s 
statistics do not concern us of the pres- 
ent generation very vitally. We can 
leave the solution to our great-grand- 
children. We have increased and mul- 
tiplied very comfortably in spite of the 
lugubrionus warnings of Mr. Malthus, 
and perhaps they also will multiply and 
increase in spite of Mr. Ravenstein. 

If any race must go to the wall, it may 
be confidently predicted it will not be 
the white race. There will be a Dar- 
winian survival of the fittest. The weak- 
er races will disappear before the 
stronger. The Indian will ultimately 
vanish from this continent, and the Afri- 
can in his native land bids fair to be 
decimated. 

The tendency of population to the cities 
must also be taken‘into account in any 
comparison of people to areas of reason- 
able subsistence. Concentration in large 
towns always tends to increased produc- 
tion within a wide circuit around them, 
especially in the line of fruits and vege- 
tables. Two bundred years hence the 
desert lands which Mr. Ravenstein re- 
gards as incapable of cultivation may 
blossom as the rose. Already irrigation 
is working wonders in the unpromising 
soil in some of our western states. Mod- 
ern science will teach many ways of in- 
creasing the food supply. 

Mr. MRavenstein’s speculations are 
plausible and his statistics suggestive 
enough, but the figures of today may be 
utterly falsified by the figures of 200 
years hence. Many things may inter- 
vene in the meantime to keep down pop- 
ulation or increase the food supply. The 
extinction of the race by starvation is a 
very remote contingency indeed, and 
Mr. Ravenstein’s 182 years bid fair to 
stretch out indefinitely before that con- 
tingency occurs.—Baltimore Sun. 


Oll from the Porpoise. 

The porpoises killed in winter are the 
fattest and produce most oil. The largest 
size measure about seven feet in length, 
five feet in girth and weigh about 300 
pounds. Such a porpoise yields from six 
to seven gallons of oil. . The blubber of a 
big porpoise weighs about 100 pounds 
and is one and a half inches thick in 
summer and two in winter. 

The jaws of the porpoise yield a su- 
perior quality of oil. ‘When hung up in 
the sun it readily drips away into cans 
provided for the purpose, the quantity of 
oil thus procured, however, being not 
more than half a pint tothe jaw. The 
oil from the blubber gives an excellent 
light and isin demand along the coast 
for lighthouse use. It has no offensive 
odor. 

Porpoise shooting is followed at all 
seasons and in all kinds of weather. On 
a calm summer's day the porpoise may 
be heard blowing amile or two away. 
If you wound a porpoise, and there are 
any sharks around, the shark is very apt 
to share your booty with you even if he 
doesn’t devour it in toto.—New York 
Recorder. 


A Sweoping Charge. 

Nine men out of every ten one meets, 
if the possessor of a watch, can safely be 
put down as carrying a cheap, unreliable 
combination of Works and case some tn- 
principled tradesman has palmed off on 
him as a good watch and timekeeper. 
The tenth man, if he has purchased a 
really good watch and timekeeper from 
some reliable jeweler, has paid about 500 
per cent. more for it than he should have 
done, and this is the very reason why the 
other nine men carry such remarkably 
bad timepieces.

REMARKABLE INSTRUMENTS OF EAR 
~~ SPLITTING BANDS. | 


Descriptions of Some of the Queer Look- 
ing Inventions from Which Chinese 
Musicians Extract Delectable Melody. 
Prices of the Musical Devices. 


The ordinary Mongolian orchestra, 
such as is to be found usually dis- 
pensing tunes for the delectation of the 
Celestial ears at the Chinese theaters in 
this city, is composed of ten pieces, and 
each player has his peculiar instrument, 
on which heisan adept. He also per- 
forms upon it with an apparent stoical 
indifference as to the scores of his fellow 
musicians: 

Thoroughly to equip an orchestra 
with proper instruments entails a cost 
of $69.50, which amount any nervous 
householder who has ever had the mis- 
fortune to reside within earshot of one 
at practice would be willing to advance 


$20 per night. 

The drum, in the estimation of the 
Chinese musician, is the most important 
instrument, which opinion is shared like- 
wise by the juvenile American. A 
Chinese drum costs twelve dollars, and 
has much the same appearance as a keg 
constructed of light wood, covered with 
cowhide. This instrument is beaten 
with a pair of heavy wooden sticks, and 
produces a booming sound, which grows 
extremely monotonous when it is con- 
tinued for several hours. 

THE CHINESE GONG. - 

. The alarm, or taps, is a Chinese musi- 
cal device of peculiar construction. It 
consists of a framework of wood, upon 
which is set a conical top of hard wood 
covered with calfskin. Projecting from 
the top of the frame is a hollow square 
the size of acigar box, covered with 
rawhide. Sounds are produced by strik- 
ing the top, which emits bass notes, and 
the projecting hide covered square with 
drumsticks. Th#s tuneful instrument 
costs $3.50. 

The. cymbals of the Chinese are of 
hammered brass, similar in design to 
those used by Ainerican bands, and costs 
eighteen dollars. 

Brass gongs shaped much like a tam- 
borine are used by Mongolian musicians 
in the makeup of their orchestra. A 
first class gong can be bought for fifteen 
dollars. 

A gong of concave form and of very 
light weight, that gives forth a tingling 
sound, is another orchestral instrument. 
It costs $2.50. Mongolian fiddles are of 
peculiar construction and emit sounds 
which, from a musical point of view, are 
as inharmonious as the instrument is un- 
couth in appearance. Divested of its 
strings a Chinese fiddle has the same ap- 
pearance asa mallet, with the handle 
long and flattened to about an inch in 
width and an eighth of an inch in thick- 
ness. 

In the lower part of the handle are in- 
serted two keys, one above the other. 
Toeach of the keys are attached two 
strings of horsehair or catgut; the other 
ends are firmly wound about the mallet 
head. Whet varied and discordant 
sounds are produced when the Chinese 
fiddler runs his bow across the strings! 
And besides the Chinese have the temer- 
ity to ask $7.50 for such a device. 

THE BANJO, FLUTE, ETC.. 

The banjo of the heathen may be very 
appropriately likened to a small sized 
frying pan with avery long handle. The 
drum is covered with snakeskin drawn 
tight. Three«cys and four strings com- 
plete the instrument, which is sold for 
five dollars. 

The base banjo is the size of a large 
sized snare drum and about half the 
depth. Four keys and the same number 
of strings are used. The sum of $2.50 
will buy one for ordinary use. : 

A Chinese flute is purchaseable at 
seventy‘tive cents, if of ordinary make 
and without ornamentation. It has ten 
finger holes and gives vent, to shrill and 
discordant notes, which delight Chinese 
ears but grate upon those of the Cau- 
casian. 

In some cases Chinese orchestras con- 
tain several flutists, who, when together, 
appear to vie with each other in the 
emitting of the most dismal and shrill 
tunes that ever lacerated human nerves. 

The clarinet is to the Mongolian what 
the cornet is to us... Its evident use is to 
add variety to the clamors of the drums 
and cymbals and the discordant sounds 
of flute and fiddle. Itis a sort of medi- 
ator between all those revolutionary in- 
struments, and has a tendency to veneer 
the discord, which apparently is the ba- 
sis of all Chinese music. 

. The Mongolian ear has become inured 
to such strains, and tothe child of the 
Flowery Kingdom it speaks of home, 
tragedy, love and revenge. So long as 
he does not take summary vengeance 
upon his musically inclined fellow coun- 
trymen let him enjoy to the full the ag- 
onies of sound which Mongolian orches- 
tras produce.—San Francisco Chronicle.

| dERUSALEM CHARITY. 


Turks, Christians, Jews and Greeks 
Unite in Putting the Sisters of Charity 

in Charge of the Building and Its 
Work—An Impressive Scone. 


A most interesting article of The Jour- 
nal des Debats describes a remarkable 
scene which took place in Jerusalem. 
The need of a municipal hospital for the 
reception of all the sick of the city had 
long been felt in Jerusalem. The pasha, 
an exoollent man, has just carried out 
this important work, which had already 
been begun by his predecessor, Rahouf 
Pasha. 

But whom to putincare of the sick? 
Jewish nurses?—for half the population 
is Jewish, and 14,000 more Jews from 
Russia are expected. Or Mussulmans?— 
for Mussulmans are also numerous. Or 
Greeks ‘ot Armenians, Copts or Catho- 
lics? The question long remained with- 
out a sorution. 

Finally the president of the municipal 
council, accompanied by two Lffendis, 
presented himself before Siste? Sion, su- 
perioress of the Daughters of Charity, 
and asked her to give some of her nuns 
for the service of the hospital. She at 
once asked from her superiors the per- 
mrission to accept the invitation, and a 
few days later the municipality itself 
came to thank the sisters for their con- 
sent, and beg them at once to arrange 
the house for the reception of the sick. 

There was no time to lose. In early 
May they received their notice, and on 
Sunday, May 10, the opening was to take 
place in presence of [brahim Pasha and 
the seraglio—that is to say, the council 
com d of a member of each national- 
ity, the heads of all the religions and the 
municipal conncil. | 
| THE PRESENTATION. 
| For three days and three nights the 
nuns had no rest. At midday on Sun- 
day the nuns were all summoned in or- 
der to meet at 1 o’clock in the large re- 
ception room. At 1 o'clock the pasha 
arrived in state and all the dignitaries 
took their places. But tho superior and 
the sisters, where are they? 
| A i is heard approaching. 
*“‘Here they come!” At once a serenade 
began, and a thousand voices cried 
aloud, ‘‘Long live the Sisters of Chari- 
ty!’ The soldiers presented arms; the 
crowd pressed forward, so that the dra- 
gomans had difficulty in making a way 
for the sisters. But at length they as- 
cended the main steps, preceded by the 
dragomans. 

On their entry all arose. “You are 
welcome, sisters,” said the pasha in ex- 
cellent French. ‘‘l am too much aston- 
ished at the appearance you have given 
to this house, in which you have been 
working for only three days, to be able 
to congratulate you as Il ought.” ‘“*Your 
excellency, we have done our duty,” 
said Sister Sion. “Iam delighted,” re- 
plied the pasha, ‘‘and we tan only con- 
gratulate ourselves on our choice.” The 
whole meeting testified to their pro- 
found sympathy and agreement. ‘‘Do 
you find anything wanting, gentlemen, 
or is everything as you wish?’ said the 
pasha, turning to the authorities. 

“For my part,” said the grand rabbi, 
“the most beautiful thing I see in the 
-hospital is the Sisters of Charity. For 
five years we have watched them at 
work, and they have never fallen short 
of their professions. They have been 
mothers and sisters to all, whosoever 
they might be.” 

AN INTERESTING SCENE. 

“Long live the Sisters of Charity!” was 
the cry on all sides, in the wards, the 
corridors, etc. All were full.of emo- 
tion. After the preseniation the pasha 
returned to the divan totake part in 
a Turkish religious service. ‘Allah! 
Allah!” cried out the assistants, opening 
wide their arms and invoking blessings 
on the sisters and the sick. : 

_ The military doctor, on being present- 
ed to Sister Sion, said, ‘Sister, I beg 
you to employ all your infiuence with 
the pasha to obtain me eight beds, so 
that my poor sick soldiers may be prop- 
erly nursed.” 

_ Sixteen doctors of the city who had 
been invited to the opening were pre- 
sented by the physician of the hospital 
fo the pasha and the sisters. The rabbis, 
the Mussulman and Schismatic chiefs 
came also to address their congratula- 
tions to them. Finally the president of 
the municipal council assembled all the 
personnel of the establishment before the 
Bisters. 

. Amoving scene then took place. He 
caused all to swear respect to the sisters 
—first of all the medical staff, then the 
pharmacists, the nurses, cooks, garden- 
ers and porters. Each came up accord- 
ing to, his rank and swore in kis own 
language and manner what waresked. 

| When the last had retired the presi- 
dent said: ‘‘Sisters, Lconfide this house 
to you. Youareathome. | need not 
beg you to act as mothers among your 
children.”—Tablet.

In these days of close figuring and small 
profits nothing is despised by the man who 
seeks to acquire wealth.

The Pasadena branch of _ the 
Woman’s National Indian Associa- 
tion held a public meeting in the Bap- 
tist Church yesterday afternoon. The 
attendance was large. 

The exercises were opened at 2:30 


o’clock by scripture-reading by the} 


president, Mrs. Elizabeth Townsend. 
Prayer was offered by Dr. Jesse R. 
Townsend. Miss Dexter rendered a 
musical selection with her usual sweet- 
ness and beauty of expression. Mrs. 
Dr. Carr of this city then spoke of the 
wrongs of the Indians, During the 
course of her remarks she narrated 
many interesting personal experiences 
among them. Miss Dexter again 
favored the assemblage with a vocal 
solo. 

Miss Fleming of Riverside, an indus- 
trial teacher among the Coabuilla In- 
dians of the Mission agency, this 
State, spoke of that trib’ and her work 
emong them, besides answering nu- 
merous questions asked regarding 
them.
